The  Hemlock  is  native  to  a wide  range  in  America,  extending  from  Quebec  in  the  North  to  Wis- 
consin on  the  West  and  Northern  Georgia  and  Alabama  on  its  Southern  extremities.  Uusually 
occurs  in  company  with  other  trees,  exclusive  tracts  of  Hemlock  being  quite  scarce.  The  natural 
habit  is  very  tall,  50  to  60  feet,  much  less  in  cultivation. 

By  careful  shearing  of  the  branchlets  in  the  nursery  we  produce  trees  of  distinct  merit,  compact 
and  symmetrical  in  growth.  Does  well  in  moist  soil,  partially  protected  from  cutting  winds. 

In  the  past  many  Hemlocks  in  American  Nurseries  were  imported  from  Europe,  where  they 
were  propagated  from  seed  collected  in  America  in  the  Southern  states,  Carolinas,  Tennessee,  etc. 
When  these  trees  were  shipped  to  America  to  colder  climates  they  produced  rather  inferior  types 
of  trees  which  often  winter  scalded,  turned  a ragged  brown  or  killed  outright.  The  value  of  our 
strain  of  Hemlock  is  based  on  seed  selection  from  Northern  sources  only,  insuring  trees  of  hardiness 
and  free,  graceful,  upright  growth. 


The  following  is  taken  from  Woods  and  Forests:  “Large  groves  of  Hemlocks  growing  on  the  hill  slopes 
present  a noble  appearance,  affording  long  vistas  through  the  shady  groves.  The  softened  light  invests  the 
interior  of  these  forests  with  an  air  of  solemn  mystery,  whilst  the  even  spread  of  the  mossy  carpet  beneath 
affords  appreciable  relief  to  the  foot-sore  hunter.  The  human  voice  sounds  as  if  confined  within  spacious 
and  lofty  halls.”

Colorado  Douglas  Fir 

{Abies  Douglas  si) 

Douglas  Fir  was  originally  discovered  by  Archibald  IMenzies,  1792,  and  rediscovered  bj'  David  Douglas, 
the  eminent  Scotch  explorer  in  1827,  and  introduced  bj’  him  in  the  following  year.  It  was  shortly  after 
named  for  him  to  commemorate  his  memory. 

It  is  an  upright,  symmetrical-branched  grower,  reaching  60  feet  or  more  in  height;  branches  spreading 
12  to  18  feet  in  old  trees.  Grows  rapidly  and  thrives  well  in  almost  any  situation.  A tree  that  is  widely 
known  and  appreciated  in  both  Europe  and  America. 

Our  plants  are  the  type  from  Northern  Colorado,  the  seed  being  collected  in  deep  gorges  of  high  alti- 
tudes, where  the  blue  and  silverj’  fohage  is  characteristic,  being  compact  and  symmetrical  in  growth,  with 
rather  short  nehdles,  in  contrast  to  Southern  Colorado  and  New  iSIexico  type  w’hich  are  of  doubtful  hardiness, 
irregular  and  open  greying.  By  personally  supervising  the  collection  of  seed  we  grow  only  the  genuine 
Colorado  tj^pe.

NOTE. — The  Dwarf  Mountain  Pine  exhibits  some  remarkable  phenomena  incident  to  the  high  altitude  at  which 
it  grows.  The  following  account  of  it  as  seen  on  the  Tyrolese  Alps  is  taken  from  Kerner’s  “Natural  History  of  Plants.” 

“On  the  slopes  of  the  mountains,  the  growing  end  of  the  stem  is  always  directed  towards  the  valley.  The  boughs 
and  twigs  which  curve  upwards  from  the  main  stems  are  exceedingly  elastic  and  when  pressed  down  stretch  themselves 
along  the  ground.  (In  many  clumps  of  Dwarf  Mountain  Pine,  the  numerous  boughs  are  so  thickly  crowded  and  so  closely 
interwoven  that  progress  through  them  is  impossible.  The  extensive  tracts  are  therefore  avoided  and  left  alone,  and 
many  of  them  have  never  been  penetrated  by  the  foot  of  man  during  their  whole  existence).  Many  branches,  which  in 
summer  stand  more  than  a yard  above  the  ground,  lie  in  the  winter  directly  on  the  soil  on  account  of  the  snow  pres- 
sure. When  the  snow  melts  in  the  following  spring  and  the  branches  are  gradually  lightened,  they  rise  up  again  in  con- 
sequence of  their  extraordinary  elasticity  and  resume  that  position  which  they  occupied  in  the  preceding  summer.  In 
the  summer,  the  old  leaves  on  the  ends  of  the  pine  branches  which  wave  above  the  ground  more  than  a yard  high,  may 
be  frequently  seen  plastered  over  with  earth  and  small  stones,  and  any  one  knowing  nothing  of  the  process  above  described 
would  not  easily  understand  how  these  small  stones  came  to  be  found  in  these  situations.  As  a matter  of  fact,  the  soil 
on  which  the  branches  lie  through  the  winter,  moistened  by  the  snow-water,  forms  the  adhesive  agent  which  is  so  efiicient, 
that  stones  more  than  half  an  inch  in  diameter  are  attached  by  it  to  the  old  tufts  of  leaves. 

The  Dwarf  Mountain  Pine  was  in  cultivation  in  Great  Britain  prior  to  lyyg  at  which  date  plants  were  growing  in 
the  garden  of  Mr.  John  Blackburn,  at  Orford  Hall,  near  Warrington.”

White  Pine 
can  endure  considerable  shade  for  a number  of 
years,  but  as  it  becomes  older  it  requires  more 
and  more  hght  for  its  development.

{Thuya  Occidentalis) 

“White  Cedar” 

Trees  of  this  genus  are  of  ancient  origin,  representatives  of  Thuya  Occidentalis,  having  existed  throughout 
the  northern  hemisphere,  in  early  periods  of  the  earth’s  history.  Its  introduction  into  American  Gardens 
took  place  at  the  beginning  of  landscape  development  in  America,  It  was  probably  the  first  American  con- 
iferous tree  cultivated  in  Great  Britain;  being  introduced  prior  to  1597  in  which  year  it  was  mentioned  by 
Gerrard  in  his  “Historie  of  Plants.” 


The  American  Arbor  Vitae  is  the  mother  tree,  from  which  upwards  of  fifty  distinct  types  have  been  de- 
veloped, varying  in  color  from  deep  green  to  bright  golden  and  ranging  in  size  from  little  dwarfs  to  tall  pyra- 
midal specimens.  The  native  forests  of  Arbor  Vitae  have  long  been  of  great  commercial  value  for  timber, 
producing  tall  straight  trunks  much  used  for  telegraph  poles. 


Growing  over  such  a wide  range  in  its  native  growths,  trees  from  some  sections  are  open  growing  and 
undesirable,  but  we  are  careful  to  obtain  our  seed  from  certain  sections  of  Northern  Wisconsin,  producing 
stock  of  absolute  hardiness,  good  green  color  and  compact  habit  of  growth.  The  Arbor  Vitae  is  very  hardy 
and  dependable  in  almost  any  situation.  Stands  trimming  well,  and  for  this  reason  is  the  most  widely  used 
of  any  Evergreen  for  hedge  purposes.  Complete  information  regarding  hedges  will  be  found  on  pages  54 
and  55.

“The  original  forestry  area  of  the  United  States  was  850  million  acres.  There  now  remains  in  virgin  tim- 
ber about  230  million  acres,  about  one-fourth  the  original  area.  Our  total  present  acreage  of  forest  and  cut- 
over lands  is  about  500  million  acres.  One  hundred  million  acres  of  this  is  waste  land  which  produces  nothing 
and  180  million  acres  more  contain  more  or  less  second-growth  timber.  A large  percentage  of  this  second 
growth  timber  is  of  inferior  quahty.  The  new  growth  of  timber  is  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  amount 
which  is  being  used  or  des-troyed  each  year.”
